viewe  whether  the  same  wett  weather  have  pearced 
through  the  vawlts  and  buildings  and  annoyed  the 
same  recordes ;  and  if  any  such  hurte  have  befallen 
to  give  ordre  for  present  redresse  of  repacons  and  to 
lay  abroad  the  same  recordes  soe  wett  to  th  end  they 
maye  drie  by  aire  especially,  (or  els  before  a  fire, 
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which  is  both  dangerous  and  hurtfull;)  for  by  defect 
of  speedie  reparacons  and  removeinge  and  dryinge, 
many  worthy  recordes  have  beene  blemished  and 
decayed.

chestf  and  stronge  presses  :  and  surely  I  finde  that 

many  goodly  and  notable  recordes  have  bene  spoyled 

with  that  kind  of  vermin  by  gnawinge yea  rates 

and  mice  will  pearce  through  with  gnawinge  the 
presses  of  timber,  if  they  bee  not  looked  into  some- 
times to  redresse  the  same. 

Misplacinge.  For  the  fourth,  id  est  misplacinge ;  it  is  an  evill  that 
riseth  by  th  officer  that  produceth  the  record  for  the 
search  or  service,  and  it  is  an  enemye  to  all  good 
ordre,  and  the  bringer  in  of  all  horror  and  incon- 
venience aiuonge  records.  For  if  theere  bee  not  had 
regard  for  evy  record  to  be  placed  in  its  right  or 
knowne  chest  or  presse  \  in  its  nature  j  but  one 
thrust  into  an  others  bagge  or  misplaced  in  its  Kinge's 
time  Tic.  (as  I  sayd  before,)  it  is  impossible  to  find 
any  thinge  certaine,  yea  and  th  officer  shall  bee  dis- 
credited when  it  shall  be  pleaded  against  him,  Nul 
tiel  record. 

Now  havinge  set  downe  these  fower  inconveniences 
procuringe  hurt  and  losse  to  recordes,  with  theire 
redresses,  soe  farr  fourth  as  in  my  simple  opinion  may 
bee  applied ;  there  followeth  yet  a  last  daunger  woorse 
then  some  of  the  former,  that  is  even  plain e  takinge 
of  them  away :  and  that  aryseth  twoe  manner  of 
wayes,  the  first  when  one  Privie  Counsellor  or  moe 
Justicf  or  anv  of  the  Kin^^cs  learned  Counsel!  direct 
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a  warrant  to  th  officers  to  bringe  to  them  leagues 
books  or  other  records,  and  then  the  same  must  bee 
left  w*^  them,-*  although  th  officers  come  for  them  1 
demaund  them  never  soe  oft,  yet  shall  he  seldome  or 
never  gett  them  out  of  their  handes,  as  by  experience 
I  have  found.
